Prussian  Assault  on  Boncelles 
Reminiscent  of  Port  Arthur 
— Fearful  Carnage  Wrought 
by  Machine  GunSi 


LONDON,  Aug.  10.— The  Dally  Tel- 
graphs  correspondent  at  Rotterdam  in 
a  dispatch  dated  Sunday  says:  "J low 
deadly  was  the  task  the  Germans  un- 
dertook in  rebuilding  the  bridge  over 
the  Meuse  Kiver  Is  shown  by  the  Rot- 
terdam Courant's  correspondent  at 
Maastricht.  A  pontoon  bridge  built  by 
the  Germans  was  shot  away  so  that 
furthei'  troops  could  not  cross  It.  The 
25th  and  lUth  German  regiments, 
which  supported  the  bridge-builders, 
were  mowed  down  by  the  (|ulck-firing 
gun.s.  A  wounded  Belgian  was  asked 
how  the  German.s  had  fared,  and  r« - 
tilled    In    one    word: 

'■  'AnnihiJated!'  " 

Another  correspomlent  who  .visited 
the  battlelielda  at  Vise  and  Llegc  writes; 
"Not  far  from  the  little  Dutch  frontier 
village  of  Mesch  I  iLi.-ssed  the  remains 
of  a  big  German  camp.  Dead  soldiers, 
livillan.s  and  bor.ses  iind  wagon.s,  carl-f 
and  bicycles  lay  in  confusion.  Ger- 
mans and  Be1«lans  lay  side  by  side, 
evidence  that  there  was  fighting  man  to 
man.  (louses  had  been  sacked  because 
the  soldler.x  wished  to  avenge  themselves 
on  civilians  who  (Ired  uikhi  them  from 
windows. 

"After  the  constant  righting  the  sol- 
diers were  exhausted,  but  ihey  lay  by 
the  side  of  their  horse.s  fully  clothed, 
ready  to  be  aroused  at  a  moment's  no- 
tice. 

In    Maaa    Forxnaton 

Teltfgraphng  from  Brussels,  the  cor- 
respondent nf  The  Haily  Chronicle  say.s 
of    the    fighting    at    Liege: 

"The  Germans  tried  to  overpower  the 
forts  by  throwing  immense  bodies  of 
men  against  them  in  mass  formation. 
The  last  Prussian  assault  on  Boncelle.s 
reminded  one  of  the  early  days  of  Port 
.\rtbur.  The  Infantry  melted  away  be- 
fore the  machine  guns  of  the  defend- 
ers. 

"The  morale  of  the  Prussians  was  en- 
tirely broken  toward  the  end  of  the 
general  attack.  The  casualties  among 
the  German  officers  were  considerable. 
The  attackers  ran  short  of  rifle  ammu- 
nition. Wounded  tlermans  declare  they 
had    had   no  food    for   two  days." 

"Brussels,"  adds  the  correspondent  of 
The  Chronicle,  "has  been  turned  Into  a 
vast  hosptal,  hotels  and  many  prvate 
buildings  having  been  given  over  to  the 
Bed   Cross."

Swiss  Frontier  Where  Germans 
and  Austrians  Are  Assem- 
bling May  Be  Scene  of  Big 
Battle. 


LONDON.  Aug.  in. — The  Daily  Mall's 
Rome  correspondent  adds  that  according 
to  a  despatch  from  Basel,  Switzerland, 
the  Germans  have  evacuated  Sanktlud- 
wig  in  Alsace,  four  miles  to  the  North- 
west of  Basel,  and  that  a  battle  is  immi- 
nent on   the    l'""rench-Swlss   frontier. 

A  despatch  to  The  Times  from  Berne, 
Switzerland,  says  that  forty  thousan,! 
.■\ustrian  troops  have  concentrated  near 
Basel  anil  that  German  and  ■  Fieiicli 
troops  are  also  n.ear  the  Swiss  frontier 
so  that  a  big  battle  may  nceor  m  any 
moment.

PARIS,  .\iig.  10. — Detailed  oidcrs  have 
been  issued  by  both  the  French  end  Bel- 
gian governments  making  the  IndUBtrlal 
resources  of  the  two  countries  common 
property,  while  the  arms  factories  in 
France  and  Belgium  are  working  in  co- 
operation in  supplying  mllitaTy  mater- 
ial. Coal  and  grain  are  to  be  utilized 
in  common  liy  the  two  countries,  and 
there  is  to  he  complete  co-ordlnatlon  of 
military   resources. 

The  Govei'nor-Genei'al  of  French  West 
.Africa  telegraphed  to  the  Colonial  Office 
today  Slating  thai  the  French  forces 
there.  In  ixi-operatlon  with  a  Brltlsli 
warship,  have  occupied  ilie  German  col- 
ony of  Togoland.  .\i  the  same  time  3 
British  warship  appeared  off  Port  Lome, 
the  French  garrison  of  Grand  Polio,  in 
Dahomey,  crossed  the  frontier  and  occu- 
ple<l  Ihe  Eastern  pan  of  the  German 
colony. 

All  the  wireless  stations  In  France 
and  .Algleria  were  suppressed  today  by 
the  government,  except  in  ca.scs  where 
special  nuthoiizatlon  has  been  given  or 
where  they  were  used  for  military  pur- 
po.'«es. 

.loseph  Calliaux,  former  Premier,  has 
Joined  the  French  army  and  iiaa  been  at- 
tached to  the  Department  aa  Inspector 
of  Finance. 


ROME,  Aug.  10. — ReporiK  from  An- 
cona  tell  of  an  engagement  off  the 
port.  The  Identity  of  the  opposing 
fleets  is  not  known.  This  morning  a 
burning  battleshli.  was  sighted  from 
Ancona.  Her  nationality  has  not  been 
ascertained. 

A  steamer  arriving  at  .\ncona  thla 
morning  reports  passing  the  .\ustrlan 
fleet  of  twenty-nine  ships  steaming 
through  the  Otranto  Canal  in  battle  ar- 
ray. Every  ship  was  cleared  for  ac- 
tion, and  a  mile  ahead  of  the  squadron 
were  two  scout  ships.  Six  torpedo 
boats  surrounded  the  flagship.  The  fleet 
was  proceeding  at  twenty  knots  an 
hour,  with  their  battln  flags  hoisted, 
and  it  is  believed  they  were  searching 
for  the  German  crul.sers  Goeben  and 
Breslau.  in  order  that  the  latter  may 
join    forces    with    the    fleet.

First  and  Second  Squadrons

TOKIO,  Aug.  9. — The  first  and  secon-1

it  Is  believed  that  the  movement  of  the 
.Japanese  ships  is  connected  with  this 
report. 

It  is  regarded  as  certain  that  the 
.Japanese  Government  is  prepared  to 
carry  out  the  terms  of  the  alliance  witl) 
I'Jngland  in  a  literal  sense,  v.ithout  r^- 
t-erve.

The  cavalry  galloping 
through  the  streets  pursued  the  Ger- 
man rear  guard,  and  the  French  estab- 
lished themselves  north  of  Mulhausen. 
Rout  is  the  only  word  with  which  to 
describe  the  German  retreat.  The 
French  losses  were  not  excessive  when 
the  resistance  is  considered.  The  oc- 
cupation of  ^Mulhausen,  the  great  edu- 
cational and  Intellectual  centre  of  Al- 
sace, will  reverberate  through  Euroi>e. 
The  Germans  retired  in  the  direction  of 
Neubre.sach.  The  whole  of  Alsace  will 
rise  against  them  and  aggravate  their 
position." 

It  is  ofBciajly  announced  that  tho 
French  losses  in  the  fighting  at  Altr 
kirch  do  not  exceed  100  killed  an<l 
wounded. 

The  Germans  are  strfttegicall.v  out- 
flanked by  the  French  inroad  into  .Al- 
sace. Thus  the  hostile  flanks  are  men- 
aced and  their  front  Is  seriously  cos- 
Iracted. 

The  arrival  of  the  British  troops  Is 
anxiously  awaited  by  Fi;ance  and  Bel- 
glum  In  view  of  the  imminence  of  <«.

VANCOUVER.  B.  C,  Aug.  8.— "Tho 
citizens  of  Prince  Ruport  are  naturally 
feeling  very  anxlo\is  these  days  In  re- 
gard to  the  possible  visit  of  a  German 
cruiser,  Tho  n^ew  .Northern  city  Is  ab- 
solutely unprotected  and  could  offer 
no  resistance  In  the  event  of  a  visit 
from  a  cruiser  of  an  unfriendly  nation. 
This  state  of  affairs  will  be  brought  to 
the  notice  of  the  Provincial  Govern- 
ment on  Mondaj',  and  a  request  will  be 
made  to  provide  the  city  with  some 
kind   of  efCcetlve  resistance." 

Tills  statement  was  made  Uy  Mr.  S. 
M.  Newton,  Mayor  ^>f  Prince  Rupert, 
wiio,  with  Mr,  K.  Peters,  city  clerk, 
arrived  in  Vancouver  tliia  afternoon  on 
tlic  O.  T.  P,  steamship  Prince  Rupert. 
They  are  on  their  way  to  meet  tho  Gov- 
ernment in  Victoria  on  Monday  In  re- 
gard to  hydro-electric  affairs,  and  while 
In  llie  capital  will  press  the  need  of 
pro\iding  Prince  Ilvipert  with  a  system 
of   defene*'. 

Tlie  Prince  Rupert  arrived  in  Van- 
couver over  five  hours  aliead  of  her 
scheduled  time.  Mayor  JN'cwton  said 
that  on  Friday  the  captain  received  a 
wireless  from  Vancouver  to  put  on  all 
possible  steam  and  to  be  on  the  lookout 
for  German  cruisers.  As  a  result,  on 
Friday  night  tho  vessel  ran  at  full 
speed,  with  all  lights  out,  so  as  not  to 
attract  attention.  Tne  passengers 
were  informed  of  the  reason  and  there 
was  no  excitement.  During  the  trip 
down  the  passengers  were  on  tho  watch 
for  the  sister  ship,  the  Prince  George, 
but  when  she  wa.-^  not  sighted  It  was 
felt  that  the  war  situation  was  seri- 
ous. 

"The  citizens  of  Prince  JUipert,"  His 
Worship  continued,  "are  to  a  man 
anxious  to  assl.st  Canada  ami  the  Em- 
pire during  the  present  crisis.  Many 
men  are  anxious  to  go  to  Europe  and 
fight  under  the  British  flag.  Politics 
have  been  forgotten,  and  all  parties  and 
olajises  are  united.  In  addition  to  the 
need  of  Coast  defences,  the  war  ha."* 
been  brought  home  to  ua  througli  Uie 
non-arrival  of  the  pipes  for  the  city's 
hydro-electric  «y«tem.

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Famous  Military  Correspond- ! 
ent  Outlined  Details  of  War 
With  Germany  Eleven  Years 
Ago— Astounding  Prophecy. 


Kievi-n  y(?ari3  ago,  "Ul>iiiuf,"  tlie  f.i- 
moiLS  mllUary  correspondent  of  Tho 
Times,  publlslicd  a  book  which  attract- 
ed wide  attention  In  Kngland.  The 
hook,  whic-h  was  cuIUhI  ••-Alodeni  "Wur- 
rare."  dealt  chiefly  with  an  Imasinaiy 
eampalRn  whif;h  was  carried  on  as  a  re- 
sult of  war  between  the  British  Kmplie 
and  Germany.  The  steps  loading  up  tu 
the  war  were  ov.tllned  and  the  who!.' 
campaign  wa.s  descrlhed  In  (J«1i.ll,  cud- 
Ins  "ith  the.  uUlnmto  unconditional 
surrender  of  the  German  nation  to  tho 
terms  of  Great  Britain.  Thu  early 
chapters  of  this  book,  read  In  tho  ligiit 
of  recent  events,  form  tho  most  asiound- 
ly  accurate  prophecy  of  what  has  actu- 
ally taken  place.  "UhUiuo"  supposes 
that  tho  wai'  will  take  place  In  the  year 
1905.  and  in  this  he  1h,  of  courae.  some 
years  a.stray.  hut  he  places  General 
(now  I'lcld  Mur.shal)  l-'rench  at  the 
hPi'd  of  the  KnglLsh  oxpedltlonary  force 
«ind  Eurl  Kitchener  as  Secretary  of 
War.  The  .steps  whlcl>  led  up  to  the 
war  arc  outlined  in  tho  Identical  man- 
ner In  which  thoy  havo  actually  oc- 
curred. Portions  of  thla  remarkable 
prophecy  are  here  reproduced,  not  only 
because  they  foreshadow  what  haa 
actually  occurred  in  the  last  few  daya, 
but  bc<'au8e  tlicy  contain  Interesting  de- 
tails of  tho  step.s  which  must  be  tak'.-n 
when  .such  a  force  as  Kngland  Is  now 
.'5ending  to   Belgium   takes  the  field: 

To  mobilize  means  to  prepare  an 
army  for  rightlnsr  by  brlnfrlng  It  up  to 
war  strength  In  men  and  horses,  and 
providing  it  with  ammunition  and 
stores. 

This  Is  a  very  Important  piece  of 
work;  for  during  peace  time  the  differ- 
ent parts  of  an  army  are  only  kept 
at  "peace  Btrensth,"  which  lis,  a.s  a  rule, 
far  below  the  strength  at  which  It 
stmuld  embark  for  active  service.  A 
battery  of  field  artillery,  for  example, 
rcqulren  from  thirty  to  fifty  addition- 
al men,  and  from  eighty  to  KiO  horse.", 
t(i  bring  It  up  to  "war  .«ttrenKt h.'"  Somo 
parts  of  an  army,  In  fact,  do  not  exist 
at  all  in  peace  time,  as,  fur  InslAnce, 
the  "ammunition  columns,"  which  carry 
an  army's  spare  ammunition. 

In  order  to  make  mobilization  a.'^ 
rapid  as  possible,  and  to  prevent  any 
hitch  I'cciirring,  very  careful  plans  are 
made  In  peace  time.  To  show  you  how 
these  plans  are  carried  out,  I  will  de- 
scribe the  way  In  whli'h  one  of  the  In- 
fantry battalions  of  the  l.sl  .\rmy  Corps 
mobilizes.  The  method  adopted  differs 
slightly  from  that  In  which  cavalry, 
artillery,  and  other  branches  of  the 
army  moblll/.e,  but  In  Its  main  points 
It   Is   much   the  same. 

1  will  take  a«  an  example  the  2nd 
lilncoln  Keglment,  which  means  the 
2nd  Battalion  of  Wk  I^lncolnshlre  Reg- 
iment, the  old  10th  Foot.  The  hnltallo* 
Is  Btaltoned  at  Aldernhot  when  war  is 
declared    against    Oermany. 

It  Is  the  morning  of  this  eventful 
.luly  1,  The  general  rommanding 
the  3rd  Division,  to  which  the  Lln- 
coliis  belong,  hn,"*  Just  come  In  from 
an  early,  bofore-breakfa.sl.  ride,  and  is 
dl«n»ountinr  «t  his  doorstep,  whdn  a 
tele>tram  U  handed  to  him  rnntaliiInK 
the  word  "mohllUe."  In  five  mlnaten 
the  general**  telephone  la  hard  at  work, 
and  orderliea  are  daahinc  out  with  of- 
ficial bill*  •nvefopen.  The  machtaery 
for  aioMlislRir  the  3rd  IMvlalon— care- 
fully oll«d  and  kept  tn  order  during 
peace  time — hka  been  set  in  motion.

The  (Government  «ays  lo  an?'  person 
owning  a  horse:  "Look  here,  we  will 
Rive  you  ten  shillings  u  year  for  every 
horse  you  have,  if  you  will  p-„n-ilse 
to  bring  those  horses  und  sell  thi-m  to 
us  when  war  breaks  out."'  A  large  num- 
ber of  people  accept  this  offer;  tha 
prices  are  agreed  beforehand;  and  I  hen. 
within  fort.'i-eight  hours  fl  receiving 
the  order  to  do  so,  the  owneis  arc 
bound  to  deliver  the  hor»«H)  at  some  coii- 
venlent  pln''i'  within  ten  miles  of  their 
Rtwbles.  If  they  full  to  do  so.  th«y  are 
fini-d  fJO  for  each  horse.  This  j«  what 
is    known    as    "registering   horses." 

The  colonel  of  the  Llncoliis  sends  a 
oarty  of  men  to  take  nver  the  hnrs(»«i 
from  their  owners.  They  are  brought 
back  and  flfted  with  saddles  and  har- 
ness, which  are  kept  ready  In  fho  bat- 
tallon'fr    "moblUiiatlon     storehonsi?."

preparations  are  complete,  and  from 
five  days  to  a  week  after  the  onler  for 
mobilization  I*  given,  the  Lincolns  are 
ready    for   eervlce. 

There,  are,  however,  certain  parts  of 
an  army  which  renuire  longer  than  a 
week  to  mobilise — for  Instance,  the  am- 
miinitiiin  columnB,  ammunition  park, 
field  hospitals,  bearer  companies,  etc. 
The  wagons,  harness,  arms  and  eciulp- 
ment  of  all  these  are  kept  ready  in  time 
of  peace  at  headtiuarlers  of  the  five 
British  army  corps,  under  the  charge 
of  a  few  men  who  look  after  them.  On 
mobilization,  all  the  horses  and  nearly 
the  whole  of  the  men  have  to  be  pro- 
vided. The  artillery  tak*«  charge  of 
the  ammunition  columns,  the  Aimy 
Service  Corps  of  the  siipply  columns, 
and  the  Royal  Army  -Medical  Corps  of 
the  field  hospitals  and  beaj'er  com- 
panies.

On  the  day  following  the  declaration 
of  war.  General  French,  commanding 
the  Ist  Army  Corps,  embarks  with  his 
ataff  on  a  fast  cruiser  for  Ostend.  Be- 
fore leaving  London,  he  has  a  long  In- 
terview with  the  commandcr-iln'^oiUet 
and  the  Secretary  of  State  for  War;  At 
thla  Interview  he  Is  given  tho  latest 
official    news    from    Bruesels.     This    Is 
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ctated  uilddaji  on  July  a.  and  repofta 
that  the  Germans  have  arrived  opposite 
Liege.  The  Belgian*,  who  are  greatly 
outnumbered,  have  assembled  chiefly 
at  Louvaln,  Charlerol,  Llegc  and  Namur. 
Tt  la  privately  intimated,  however,  that 
no  vary  serious  resistance  can  bo  of- 
fered to  the  enemy  at  these  places,  ex- 
cept  at    Xamur. 

It  is  decided  that  the  be.'sl  place  for 
the  British  army  to  disembark  is  Os- 
tend. By  landing  at  Ostend,  and  along 
the  coast  on  each  side  of  It.  the  army 
I  lias  three  lines  of  railway  by  which  to 
.  advance,  all  leading  straight  through 
J^nissels  towards  the  enemy.  If  the 
army  were  to  disembark  at  Antwerp, 
which  at  first  sight  seems  the  best 
place,  owing  lo  its  numerous  wharves 
and  docks,  it  would  first  havu  to  crawl 
up  the  mouth  of  the  -Schelde,  then,  the 
line  by  which  It  would  afterwards  have 
to         advance         from  Antwerp         to 

Hruasels  is  exposed  to  an  attack  by  tho 
Germans  from  the  east.  They  would. 
In  fact,  be  in  a  good  position  for  cutting 
the  British  "line  of  communications." 
So  Antwerp,  iusnite  of  its  docks  and 
wharves,  is  not  chosen  as  the  landing- 
place.  B.v  disembarking  at  Blcnkcn- 
lierghe.  Ostend  and  Nleiipont  Bains, 
which  lie  about  ten  miles  apart,  and  by 
advani'iiig  simultaneously  along  the 
three  separate  lines  which  run  to  Brus- 
sels, the  army  will  bn  able  to  assemble 
there  in  n  third  of  the  time  it  would 
take  If  It  landed  at  Ostend  only.  So 
these  three  places  are  chosen  for  land- 
ing the  British  force. 
I  i)n  General  French's  arrival  at  Os- 
terid,  ho  proceeds  straight  lo  Brussels, 
arriving  there  earl.v  in  the  morning  of 
July  •!.  •''■*  hours  after  leaving  London, 
i  At  E>  o'clock  he  has  an  interview  with 
the  Belgian  Minister  of  War,  at  which 
tlie  following  arrangement*;  ure  made. 

The  three  lines  of  railway  from 
Blankenberghe,  Ostend  and  .N'Icuport  are 
placed  entirely  at  the  disposal  of  the 
British.  .Sufficient  trains  for  bringing 
the  army  up  rapidly  are  to  be  as- 
sembled at  all  three  places.  The  centre 
railway  is  seiectetl  as  the  British  "lino 
of  comnuinicatlonH,"  along  which  all  tho 
supplies  and  ammunition  of  tho  army 
will  be  forwarded  direct  from  tingland. 
The  Belgian  .Minister  of  War  proniiees 
to  mass  troops  at  Xlvelles  and  Brus- 
sels for  guarding  this  lino»  I.asilj-,  the 
Itritish  commissariat  department  la  au- 
thorl/.cd  to  draw  .supplie."  of  food  from 
the   -ouiitry    west   of    Bruf:sc:ls.

Work  of  tha  Advanoaa  rarty 
A  ralh\ay  companj  of  the  J^oyal  En- 
gineers takes  charge  of  the  railways 
which  have  been  placed  at  the  (llsposal 
of  the  British.  The  Belgian  cnglne- 
diivers,  guards,  etc..  are  still  employnd; 
lint  the  sappers  superintend  the  gen- 
eral working  of  the  line,  draw  up  fresh 
time-tables,  and  make  very  careful 
preparations  for  sending  on  I  lie  army 
when  It  arrives  with  the  leaet  posslnl-? 
dcla.v.  As  the  engines  and  carriages 
sent  by  the  Belgian  Government  arrive, 
ilicy  are  made  up  Into  trains,  which  are 
nunibered  and  made  large  enough  to 
carry  the  different  parts  of  the  army 
corps.  A  battalion,  for  example.  re- 
fiuircs  two  Ti-nlns,  each  of  t wenty-se\cn 
carriages,  a  .«nuadron  wants  one,  a  flelil 
battery  two,  etc.  .Mtogether  I.tO  trains 
have  to  be  got  ready  for  dispatching 
the  army  as  quickly  as  they  are  fi!le<l 
when    the    troops    dl.^emlmrk. 

A  great  many  preparations  have  to 
bo  made  at  Ostend,  which  Is  selec'ed 
as  the  "liase"  from  which  the  armv  Is 
to  be  supplied,  Blankenberghe  and  Nlcu- 
port  being  Intended  merely  for  hasten- 
ing the   landing  of  the  troops. 

The  Armj-  Ordnance  ('orps  lake.i  a 
large  number  of  sheds  near  the  linrbor 
station,  and  gets  them  ready  for  re- 
ceiving the  enormous  nuaiitity  of  "dores 
which  an  army  requires.  The^c  in- 
clude spare  rifles  and  guns;  cartridges, 
shells,  and  all  kinds  of  ammunition: 
spare  wagons  for  replacing  any  that 
are  lost  or  broken;  boots,  clotheti.  cook- 
ing utensils,  and  medicine — In  fact, 
everything  that  an  nrmy  wants,  e\r-pi 
food. 

The  Army  Service  Corjvj  (the  A.S.C.) 
prepares  several  warehou.'es  In  the 
docks  for  re'^elvlng  food  supplies  from 
England.  .\s  most  of  the  food,  how- 
ever, Is  to  be  obtained  from  the  coun- 
try, a  company  of  the  A,  R.  C.  goe«  to 
Ghent,  where  It  makes  an  enorm^ius 
"aupply  depot"  In  some  large  buildings 
juat  outalde  the  town  and  near  the  rail- 
way Contracts  are  made  with  farmers 
onrt  other  people  for  sf.idlng  In  food 
to  thla  depot,  and  by  th**  I 'me  the  army 
lands  In  Belgium  enough  flour,  cattle, 
ahtep  and  hay  have  been  nllected  to 
feed  the  troopa  for  a  week.  Further  ,ir- 
rangements  are  made  for  keeping  the 
depot  conatantly  aupplled  wiih  three 
thlnga,  and  alao  with  fresh  vfgetabl«9, 
MO  that  the  A.  S.  C.  can  forward  ittem

New  Street  Regulations  Pro- 
hibit All  Unnecessary  Noise 
—Hand  Trumpet  Used  Out- 
side Cities. 


The  Berlin  correspondent  of  The  Lon- 
don Tlnlcs,  writing  under  date  of  July 
15,  said:  This  year  there  are  to  be  new 
Street  regulations  for  Berlin,  but  they 
may  not  be  published  for  a  long  time, 
and  meanwhile  an  Imperial  law,  with 
Its  various  supplementary  ordinances 
for   motor  car   hooters  Is   still   In   force. 

Motor  cars  here  must  have  a  deep- 
noted  horn  or  klaxon,  and  motor-bi- 
cycles must  have  a  high-noted  horn. 
For  the  horns,  choi-ds  are  allowed,  biit 
not  tunes  or  short  refrains.  If  the 
tBOter"  .ftan  many  notcft.  tha  dlffwant 


notes  must  be  sounded  at  the  same 
time.  I  have  never  been  able  to  find 
out  where  In  the  scale  Is  the  dividing 
line  between  high  notes  and  low  notes, 
hut  the  commonest  motoi-horn  has  a 
Jatrly  deep  boom.  Tho  motor  oar  horn 
is  supposed  to  have  a  "dull"  torie.  Out- 
alde the  towns  motorists  may  use  a 
hand  trumpet  which  "may  he  used  at 
the  responsibility  of  the  driver."  Other 
kinds  of  warning  signals.  In  particular 
long-drawn  signals  like  fire  signals, 
ere  not  allowed  In  ISerlln,  Kxcmpt,  of 
course,  from  all  the.se  restrictions  are 
tho  royal  motor  cars,  cert.-.in  military 
cars,  post  office  \:ars,  and  fire  brigade 
cars.  Tite  trumpet  calls  of  the  Km- 
petor's  car  and  that  of  the  Crown 
Prince  are  some  of  the  most  familiar 
sounds  here,  and  are  sometimes 
amusingly  ijaroiiied  in_  the  muslc-halls. 
Unnecessary  Boise 
Till  rcnnlatlon.s  n^iuiie  particularly 
that  motor  cars  avoid  all  unnecessary 
noise  which  might  cause  annoyance  to 
ilie  public.  Orlvers  are  not.  In  theory, 
allowed  to  run  with  the  cut-out  open, 
and  no  Interfcrenoe  With  the  working.^ 
of  the  silencers  Is  allowed.  In  practice, 
however,  the  cut-out  Is  a  good  deal 
used  because  many  policemen  ilo  not 
know  enough  ulxiut  cars  to  understand 
wheO'  It    Is    open. 

Borllners  find  the  hooting  a  consider- 
able nuisance,  and  probably  there  is  aa 
much  unnecessary  hooting  as  in  Lon- 
don, but  there  are  fewer  motor  cars. 
Tlie  Prussian  driver  Is  naturally  more 
cautious  than  the  London  one,  and  the 
regulaliims  call  his  attention  to  the  ne- 
i-es.Hity  of  giving  a  warning  signal  on 
all  occasions  where  ho  cannot  .see  his 
route  absolutely  clearlj',  for  example. 
In  dusk  or  In  thick  fog,  when  he  turn.-^ 
from  one  street  into  another,  at  cross- 
ing.s,  when  he  leaves  a  yard  leading 
into  a  street,  or  enters  a  yard  from  a 
street,  and  by  bridges.  There  is  no 
regulation  against  unnecessary  "toot- 
ing," but  there  Is  the  general  regula- 
tion mentioned  above  against  unneces- 
sary noise  which  miglit  annoy  the  pub- 
lic, and  a  regulation  against  "tooting" 
«  hen   horses  .shv.
